MOSCOW # — Riding high on 
the prestige of the moon shot, Pre- 
mier Khrushchev took off in a 
Soviet jetliner early Tuesday for 
his history-making tour of Amer- 
ica 

As a gift for President Eisen- 
hower, he carried a copy of the 
Soviet insignia implanted by roc- 
ket on the moon. 


Khrushchev’s sleek TU114 is ex- 
pected to touch down at Andrews 
Air Force Base near Washington 
before noon for his long-cherished 
first look at America. 

“The main thing we should be 
after is to secure peaceful condi- 
tions for the lives of all people 
on earth,” the Soviet Premier 
said on the eve of his departure. 


Khrushchev will present to Ei- 
senhower a copy of a Soviet pen- 
nant (medallion) landed in a con- 
tainer by the 860-pound lunar 
probe on the moon Monday. 


Inside the container were two 
small spheres formed by dozens 
of pentagonal metal sides. These 
metal medallions, about an inch 
and a half in diameter, were the 
“pennants” bearing the hammer 
and sickle which official bulletins 
had mentioned early Monday.

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For Nikita’s Visit 

Premier Khrushchev arrives in the 
United States today on the crest of an- 
other propaganda victory. Again demon- 
strating its lead over the United States 


in the space race, the Soviet Union has 
landed a sphere on the moon weighing 


, 858.4 pounds. 


It is, of course, a magnificent 
achievement for Soviet scientists and 
engineers in rocket technology. It also 
furthers Moscow’s political and military 
aims, The fact that such a massive effort 
was rushed to precede Khrushchev’s visit 
obviously was intended to aid him in his 
objectives in this country. It was not too 
much of a surprise. 


This new demonstration of Soviet 
might in rocketry and missiles doubtless 
will be used by Khrushchev in efforts to 
weaken the resolve of this country and 
other free nations to uphold our princi- 
ples. But Khrushchev must know—even 
if our rockets still have not reached the 
moon—that this country’s defensive and 
offensive potential are such that any 
reckless moves would be foolhardy. 


At any rate, what Khrushchev has in 
mind will be revealed tomorrow and in 
the days to come. Whatever it is and 
whatever the results of the talks, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has shown that the 
United States remains confident, un- 
afraid but anxious to be reasonable and 
conciliatory. To this extent, the Soviet 
premier is on the spot and if the ex- 
change of visits comes to naught much 
of the blame will be his. 

As things now stand, it appears that 
Khrushchev and President Eisenhower 
would like to relax tensions, reduce the 
threat of war and cut the cost of the 
armaments race.“ But Khrushchev un- 
doubtedly must know that the United 
States does not intend to surrender its 
principles because of threats of nuclear 
destruction. 

Not too much concrete progress is ex- 
pected from Khrushchev’s visit nor from 
President Eisenhower's trip to the Soviet 
Union. But if limited results can be 
achieved, a continuing policy of summit 
negotiations might be attempted. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union has 
served notice of its continued achieve- 
ments in rocketry and missiles. The 
United States again has been told we 
must step up our efforts in all scientific 
fields with especial emphasis on educa- 
tion. It is possible to predict with consid- 
erable certainty that the future of this 
earth and its people will be determined 
in space.

Postponing Bond Sales 
Is Wise City Decision 


Mayor Hartsfield and the City of At- 
lanta have acted sensibly in calling off 
the proposed sale of 12 million dollars 
in general obligation bonds which had 
been scheduled for Tuesday. Due to mar- 
ket conditions and high interest rates, the 
city stood to lose through selling now. 

The mayor points out correctly that 
a Georgia law which requires the interest 
rate on bonds to be set at the time 
they are voted is unrealistic. Since rates 
now have gone beyond the figure set 
when the bonds originally were voted, 
the city would have to take a discount in 
selling on today’s market. 

While the city may have to accept 
the fact of discounts, the decision to 
withhold sales in hopes the market will 
improve—except for small amounts of 
bonds as needed—is wise. 

Much will depend in the bond mar- 
ket on what steps the United States 
takes in the next few months to finance 
its own public debt. Within the next 12 
months, the government must raise 85 
billion dollars to meet its needs, 
putting a squeeze on investment funds. 
And in today’s market it must compete 
somehow for available funds at the higher 
interest rates.

Airport Investigation Is 
Another One of Many 


The hearing by the legislative com- 
mittee investigating the Atlanta Airport 
finally comes up today. In some respects 
it ig an unusual investigation in. that 
nobody seems to know just what are its 
objectives and why it was undertaken. 

Several things should be pointed out, 
however. The airport repeatedly has been 
investigated by Fulton County Grand 
Juries and nothing of consequence has 
been found wrong. 

The investigation was instigated under 
legislative courtesy by Rep. Edgar Bla- 
lock of Clayton County, a constant critic 
of the airport’s management and of the 
Atlanta city administration. Public state- 
ments have been made which cast doubt 
upon any constructive results from the 
probe. 

Although no funds were authorized 
for the committee, it has employed an 
investigator. The committee should re- 
veal who is paying him. 

Mayor Hartsfield has instructed any 
city officials or employes who are sub- 
poenaed or invited to appear before the 
committee to do so. 

If the committee can develop facts 
which could lead to improvements in 
running the airport, everyone will wel- 
come them. If the only purpose of the 
investigation is to hash over a lot of old 
rumors and political charges, it will 
serve no useful purpose.

Judge Shaw’s Ruling 
On Pictures Is Sound 


Judge Claude Shaw, in keeping with 
a 1951 agreement of Fulton County Su- 
perior Court judges, Friday allowed news 
photographs to be made of a judicial pro- 
ceeding.

Defective Vision Is 
Major Accident Cause 


“You can’t hit ’em if you can’t see 
’em,” is a popular old saying at the ball 
park. 

But on the highways, 
when you don’t see ’em. 

That’s what a vision specialist said in 
Atlanta this week in recommending pe- 
riodic reexamination of the eyes as a 
requisite to driver’ license renewal. 

William M. Beel of the Committee of 
Vision and Highway Safety for the 
American Optometric Assn. pointed out 
to a safety symposium here yesterday 
that many drivers got their permits be- 
fore eye tests were required: Many of 
these persons renew their licenses year 
after year despite the fact that their 
vision has become defective and has not 
been corrected by glasses. 

He said lax state traffic laws and 
public indifference account for the fail- 
ure of licensing to include a test for 
visual acuity. 

Public indifference should be cited as 
the real cause. State traffic laws reflect 
public opinion. 

Until public opinion demands _ li- 
censing and reexamination which in- 
cludes adequate eye tests, drivers will 
continue to hit them because they can’t

State Official Says Laws Are Not Specific 
On Who Enforces Regulations on Trucks 


Atlanta — Your editorial in 
the Sept. 10 issue headed, ‘‘Let 
Truckers Heed This Jury Advice,” 
states that: “It (the grand jury) 
also recommends that the High- 
way department and not the Pub- 
lic Service Commission be 
charged with the responsibility 
for issuing variance permits and 
control of weights.”” You further 
state that the law should be 
amended so as to transfer these 
enforcement provisions from the 
Public Service Commission to the 
Highway department. 

We would like to call your 


ways of the state, and no pro- 
vision is made for any particular 
agency to enforce the provisions. 
It, therefore, becomes the duty 
of all law enforcement officers 
in the state to enforce this law. 


Code Section 68-407 authorized 
the Public Service Commission to 
issue permits in special cases 
for the movement of vehicles with 
cargoes which exceed the legal- 
length limit, and Code Section 
68-407.1 authorizes the chairman 


issue permits in special cases 
where the weight, width and/or 
height exceed the legal limits. 
Since the State Highway Depart- 
ment had established an enforce- 
ment division to enforce the laws 
covering size and weight of ve- 
hicles and to issue permits in 
special cases where the width, 
height and weight of the vehicle 
exceeded the legal limitations, 
the Public Service "Commission 
requested the Highway Depart- 
ment to also issue such permits 
covering over-length vehicles. We 
did this by passing a resolution 
accepting the actions of the High- 
way department as the Public 
Service Commission’s actions. It 
appeared to us that it would be 
a waste of manpower and effort 
for us to employ inspectors, etc., 
and set up procedures to issue 
permits covering over-length only, 
since the Highway department 
could do the job with no addi- 
tional personnel. 

We agree with you that the 
law should be amended so that 
the Highway Department could 
issue all such permits in con- 
nection with the movement of 
vehicles over the highways. The 
Highway department is familiar 
with the capacity of bridges, 
roads, etc., throughout the state 
while that information ig not

It is expected to come either 
at the beginning of the Soviet 
Premier’s visit to the United 
States or during the final three 
days of private talks. 

The purposes of this 
would be: 

To make it unnecessary, in fact 
and in appearance, for the under- 
developed nations to choose up 
sides between East and West in 
getting the economic assistance 
they urgently need. 


To increase the number of con- 
tributor governments willing to 
join in a long-term effort to help 
1,700,000,000 people roll back pov- 
erty, ignorance, and ill health. 

To step up the total amount of 
economic aid available to under- 
developed countries with the ob- 
jective of doubling the rate of in- 
crease in per capita income dur- 
ing the 1960’s and of making this 
growth self-sustaining. 

It is significant that at his 
press conference on the eve of 
his trip to Bonn, London and 
Paris, Eisenhower described the 
plight of the underdeveloped coun- 
tries as ‘‘one of the most pressing 
protlems of our time.”’ And in his 
television appearance with Prime 
Minister Macmillan in London he 
called this problem ‘‘more impor- 
tant tor Western civilization than 
is the problem of Soviet-Western 
differences.”’

munist China, namely that there 
will be no recognition without the 
renunciation of military force. He 
is going straight back from here 
to Moscow on Sept. 27 and thence 
to Peiping on Sept. 29. 


In his private talks with Vice 
President Nixon and all other 
recent American visitors to the 
inner offices of the Kremlin, 
Khrushchev’s theme has _ been 
that the United States must ‘“‘face 
the facts of history and geogra- 
phy.” 


He means by this that the con- 
quest of China by the Communists 
is a fact. The communization of 
Eastern Europe is a fact. The 
rising strength of Soviet military 
and scientific strength is a fact. 
The revolution of Asia and Africa 
against poverty and pestilence | 
and foreign domination is a fact. | 


The official answer here to all | 
this is that the Communist use 


of military pressure is the most | - 


dangerous fact of all and that | 
none of these questions can be 
dealt with effectively around the 
conference table unless that fact 
is removed. 


This, in the fudgment of the 
Eisenhower administration, is the 
threshold question, and Khrush- 
chev will be hearing a lot about 
it from the President personally 
in the next two weeks.

A Wary, Excited Washington 
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since its birth in the blood and 
anger of the Bolshevik revolution 
on Nov. 7, 1917, is consonant with 
the high drama of the occasion. 


Monday, with Khrushchev’s ar- 
rival still a day distant, Wash- 
ington was already buzzing with 
excitement. 


Around the White House where 
last-minute preparations were un- 
derway for President Eisenhow- 
er’s reception of his Soviet guest 
there was a sudden thightening of 
discipline as reporters and diplo 
mats streamed in and out on ur- 
gent business. White House cor- 
respondents who have known the 
guards at the door for years sud- 
denly were asked to flash their 
credentials. 


In the executive offices Eisen- 
hower conferred for the last time 
before Khrushchev arrives with 
his top diplomatic advisory group. 


Eisenhower discussed with his 
aides in detail the major issues 
that will arise in the course of 
discussions with Khrushchev. The 
American president and the Sovi- 
et chairman will sit down for 
their first get-acquainted talks 
of the scheduled 13-day trip Tues- 
day afternoon at 3:30 p.m. in Ei- 
senhower's White House office. 


The White House has allotted 
90 minutes for this discussion and 
more time is available if the talk 


takes a more lengthy turn. 


The excitement that Khrush- 
chev’s visit has generated in 
Washington was not limited to the 
White House and the State De- 
partment. The Soviet Embassy, 
an old mansion on lower 16th 
street, was so swamped with tele 


phone calls that it was impossible | 


to get through to officials. 


ABSENCE OF FLAGS 


The arrangements for greet- 
ing Khrushchev fall only slightly 
short of an all-out welcome. The 
only minor deviation from the 
routine usually observed for a 
chief of state being the absence 
of small Soviet flags on lamp 
| posts along his line of entry into 
| Washington, 
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scheduled at the highest level of 
protocol from the moment Khrush- 
chev’s TU114 turbojet sets down 
at Andrews Air Force Base in 
Maryland, 15 miles from the 
White House, until his scheduled 
departure on Sept. 27. 


In the arrangements there has 
been a special emphasis on secu- 
rity. This is where the trepeda- 
tions over the visit arise. Begin- 
ning at midnight Monday night 
and for the following 17 hours no 
planes are to be permitted to land 
at Andrews field except that of 
Khrushchev and two others, which 
will be bringing in his 100-man 
party from Moscow. 


Photographers — both still and 
newsreel—were warned that they 
should bring their cameras un- 
loaded to Andrews field because 
all would be opened for inspec- 
tion. Reporters accompanying 
Khrushchev were warned that 
there will be X-ray inspection as 
well as Geiger-counter checks of 
the luggage of all persons on the 
trip. 

4,000 TO GUARD 


Some 4,000 police, soldiers, sail- 
ors and guards will guard the line 
of march from Andrews field to 
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the center of Washington. 


Eisenhower will head the Amer- 
ican group that welcomes Khrush- 
chev and two interpreters in the 
lead car of the procession into 
Washington. 


They will ride in Eisenhower's 
special limousine with a plexiglas 
“‘bubble,”’ which will be removed 
if the weather is good — as 
predicted. 


Living with Khrushchev in Blair 
House will be the members of 
his family and four aides, Mrs. 
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Khrushchev will have a separate 
program during her- visit in 
Washington, visiting schools, hos- 
pitals and other places of special 
interest. 


However, she will accompany 
Khrushchey to such affairs as 
the state dinner at the White 
House that Eisenhower will give 
Tuesday night.

The missile will contain three frogs and a few cells of human 
tissue from Emory, in addition to 12 to 14 mice, and neurospores 


to study mutations and genetics. 


Dr. Geoffrey H. Bourne, chairman of the anatomy depart- 
ment at Emory and an exvert in the fields of aging and nutri- 
tion, said Monday night the frogs were ‘‘just small ordinary” 


ones. 


He said Emory is working with the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration in the biomedical field, and that Emory 
officials were awaiting a report from NASA. 


“We prefer not to go into cetail about the shoot until NASA 
has made its announcement of the success of the shoot and re- 
covery of the nose cone,"’ Dr. Bourne said. 


The Army said the Jupiter is scheduled to reach a 300-mile

Hunting, along with all of the 
other forest, field and water activities, gets its share of new dis- 
ciples with each season that rolls around. Many of these gunners 
in the field for the first time know little or nothing about the safe 
operation of firearms. There may be a certain amount of em- 
barrassment in putting yourself in the hands of an expert trap or 
skeet shooter and becoming well versed in how to handle a gun 


before you go afield after live game. That, 


however, is nothing 


compared to the embarrassment and grief of helping to bury your 
best friend who was shaking that bush where you thought you saw 
a squirrel, or even of visiting him in the hospital and having him 
tell you that because you shot at the bird flying between you and 


him, he will never see again. 


You can’t find a bit of comfort in the statistic that 35 times as 
many people die in automobile wrecks each year than are killed 
in hunting accidents. And it’s not something that always “‘happens 
to the other fellow’’—or there wouldn't be any gunning fatalities. 


The Wisconsin report is conceded to be about average for the 
states making a study of their hunting accidents, and is probably 
applicable to our own section of the country. Here is what it says 


that might apply to us: 


About one-fourth of the shooters causing accidents,
